Tho 
CROW Australians 
were tremendously concern¬ 
ed as to American stock- 
men's reaction to the meat 
scandal resulting from the 
substitution of horse meat 
for beef for export from 
Australia to the U .S. 

One of the Austra¬ 
lians who is knowl¬ 
edgeable about both 
cattle and beef told us 
that the fellow most re¬ 
sponsible for the sub¬ 
stitution of the horse 
meat was Richard 
Hammond, a small op¬ 
erator from Victoria 
who has been charged 
with 71 offences fol¬ 
lowing the meat sub¬ 
stitution scandal. 

This Australian, Owen 
Baasingthwaighte, told us, 
“We don't know where 
Hammond got this idea 
about switching meats but 
I understand It has been 
done in Canada and Central 
America before so perhaps 
he read about it in the 
newspapers and decided 
give it a go. 

, “Wh^.the news of 
’ what' Hammond had 
done, got to our Aus¬ 
tralian stockmen, their 
reaction was one of ab¬ 
solute horror. And 
with good reason since 
60% of our beef ex¬ 
ports go to the U.S. 
None of us ever 
thought such a thing 
could be possible," 

"Now, remember, Ham¬ 
mond operator, lie man¬ 
aged to switch something 
like Vi of 1% of the beef ex¬ 
ported at the time to the 
States. He had different 
areas where he slaughtered 
cattle. Actually he operat¬ 
ed so hla beef was shipped 
from one place to another 
and to another, so that he 
had three movements of his 
beef from the time it was 
hung up until the time it 
was Frozen and packed. 

. ' “When the news 
broke out about what 
Hammond did we were 
getting abotyt 60* a lb. 
for our beef; within 
.. five days after the 
' story it was down to .

. Three major meat in¬ 
dustry trade associations 
have given qualified sup¬ 
port to a USDA proposal to 
liberalize labeling and com-, 
position standards for me¬ 
chanically deboned meat 
(MDM). 

USDA made the propos¬ 
al in July in response to a 
petition for regulatory 
changes jointly -submitted 
by the American Meat In¬ 
stitute (AMI) and the Pac¬ 
ific Coast Meat Assn. 
(PCMA). The USDA pro¬ 
posal includes many of the 
changes recommended by 
AMI and PCMA, reports 
CNS. 

However, in public com¬ 
ments hied with USDA, 
the two groups and the Na¬ 
tional Meat Assn. (NMA) 
maintained that certain 
aspects of the proposal still 
were unnecessarily restric¬ 
tive. 

AMI and PCMA said 
USDA should delete the 
provision of the proposal 
that would impose a 14% 
minimum protein and 30% 
maximum fat requirement 
on MDM because USDA 
imposes no similar limits 
on hand deboned meats, 
reports CNS. 

In addition, these re¬ 
quirements would not con¬ 
trol the actual amount of 
fat and protein in the end- 
products which use MDM 
as an ingredient, the 
groups said. They also 


noted USDA does not im¬ 
pose fat and protein re¬ 
quirements on mechanical¬ 
ly deboned poultry (MDP). 

The National Meat Assn, 
said MDM regulations 
should closely resemble the 
more lenient regulations 
that apply to MDP. 

AMI and PCMA also 
recommended that the 
threshold level for declar¬ 
ing calcium as an ingre¬ 
dient on labels should bo 
raised to 10% of the recom¬ 
mended daily allowance for 
that mineral, rather than 
the proposed 2%. 

The two groups also said 
the limit on the amount of 
calcium in end-products 
containing MDM should be 
raised to 0.22% from the 
proposed 0.16% 

AMI, PCMA and NMA 
said the official name for 
MDM should be changed 
from the present "me¬ 
chanically processed (beef I 
pork/veal) product” to 
’‘mechanically deboned 
(beef/ pork/ veal)” 

However, the majority of 
comments USDA received 
from consumer groups and 
private citizens opposed 
the proposal. Most of these 
comments objected to 
USDA's proposal to elimin¬ 
ate the current requirement 
that products containing 
MDM be labeled with a 
notice declaring that they 
contain a percentage of 
powdered bone. 
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Price recovery for Canadian 
fed cattle continues in ’82 


Slightly higher Canadian 
cattle and hog prices 
through the end of 1961 
and through early 1982 will 
be the result of lower total 
meat supplies in that coun¬ 
try, according to Agricul¬ 
ture Canada. 

Fewer beef cattle mar¬ 
ketings and reduced pork 
supplies could result in 
total Canadian meat sup¬ 
plies dropping from recent 
record levels, the agency 
said. 

Price recovery for Cana¬ 
dian fed cattle should con¬ 
tinue into early 1982 be¬ 
cause of the reduced meat 
supplies, reports CNS. 

However, beef price in¬ 
creases could be tempered 
by slow growth in con¬ 
sumer demand for red 
meats, the agency said. 


If no major changes in 
the value of the Canadian 
dollar occur, Canadian 
grade Al and A2 steers at 
Toronto could strengthen 
and average more than 
82.00 Canadian dollars per 
cwt. by late 1981, the 
agency said. 

Canadian hog prices for 
the remainder of 1981 and 
early 1982 probably will 
continue to average above 
year-earlier levels, the 
agency projected. Hog 
prices will be higher be¬ 
cause producers in Canada 
and the U.S. are expected 
to market fewer hogs com¬ 
pared with the same period 
a year ago. 

However, hog prices may 
not rise dramatically be¬ 
cause U.S. hog numbers on 
Sept. 1 were only 6% below 


year earlier levels, the 
agency said, compared 
with an 8% decline re¬ 
ported June 1. 

Agriculture Canada econ¬ 
omists said that given a 
stable Canadian dollar, in¬ 
dex 100 hogs, Toronto ba¬ 
sis, could average about 
80.00 Canadian dollars per 
cwt. through the winter 
months. 

Hog marketings are ex¬ 
pected to decrease 6% or 
more from year ago levels. 
However, the immediate 
drop in hog marketings 
may be larger than ex¬ 
pected if producers hold 
back gilts to expand breed¬ 
ing herds because of 
stronger hog prices and 
lower feed grain prices, the 
agency said. (0.88 Cana¬ 
dian dollar—1 U.S. dollar)

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FDA continues to 
review regulations 

California's Food and 
Agriculture Dept, is conti¬ 
nuing a review of its regula¬ 
tions governing pesticide 
storage, transportation and 
disposal, applicator certifi¬ 
cation, environmentally 
harmful materials and pest¬ 
icide worker safety and is 
looking for the public's in¬ 
put. 

The review is prompted 
by recent legislation requir¬ 
ing that all existing state 
regulations be assessed 
against five standards 
specified in the Govern¬ 
ment Cods: 

• Necessity—that the 
regulations are needed, 
valid and effective. 

• Authority—that there 
is a specific .prevision of 

. law that permits 1 or, re¬ 
quires the regulations. 

• Clarity—that the regu¬ 
lations are clear and easily 
understood, 

• Consistency—that the 
regulation does not conflict 
with or contradict other 
laws. 

• And Reference—that 
statutes, court decisions, or 
other provisions of law are 
accurately reflected in the 
adopting, repealing or 
amending of the regula-, 
tiona.

Shippers fail to save service 
on Rock Island’s wheat line 


Shippers in Oklahoma 
and Kansas have appar¬ 
ently failed in their “last- 
gasp” effort to save rail 
service on a key wheat-car¬ 
rying line In that region, an 
Oklahoma state rail official 
said recently, reports CNS. 

Local government offi¬ 
cials and businessmen 
recently asked the In¬ 
terstate Commerce Com¬ 
mission (ICC) to Issue a 
temporary service order re¬ 
quiring the bankrupt Rock 
Island Railroad to allow 
the Oklahoma, Kansas and 
Texas Railroad to continue 
operating on the line. 

The Rode Island owns 
the line and operated it 
before declaring bank¬ 
ruptcy more than a year 
ago. 

Although the ICC lies or 
dered Rock Island to let 
OKKT use the line beyond 
Nov. 30, OKKT has refused 
because the ICC did not 
restrict the amount Rock 
Island can charge for rental 
of the line. The current 
OKKT lease expires Nov. 
80. 

The Association of Amer¬ 
ican Railroads has said it is 
likely service on the line 


will halt at the end of the 
OKKT lease. 

Consequently, OKKT be¬ 
gan restricting all ship¬ 
ments destined for the 
700-mile line, which 
stretches from Salina, 
Kan., to Dallas-Fort 
Worth, Texas. 

Shippers who rely on the 
line have repeatedly ex¬ 
pressed concern the cost of 
moving freight to gulf 
ports will increase without 
rail service because they 
will have to rely on trucks, 
currently in short supply. 

OKKT offidals, claiming 
they were paying an unrea¬ 
sonable monthly fee to use 
the line, were refused by 
Rock Island Trustee Wil¬ 
liam Qibbons when they of¬ 
fered to buy the line for 
about $45 million. Qibbons 
reportedly asked and esti¬ 
mated $76 million for the 
line. 

OKKT has carried nearly 
2.6 million tons of wheat 
since leasing the line in ear¬ 
ly 1980, according to the 
Oklahoma, Kansas and 
Texas Users’ Assn., which 
consists of area business¬ 
men who rely heavily on 
OKKT rail service,

■ Block said USDA wig 
soon announce guidelines 
for existing and future 
marketing orders, and has 
turned oyer a report on how 
marketing orders affect 
U.S. economy to the presi¬ 
dent’s task force on regula¬ 
tory relief. 

He cited four provisions 
of marketing orders that 
will get special scrutiny: 
Producer allotments, which 
restrict, entry of new pro¬ 


ducers; pro-rates, which re¬ 
strict the quantity each 
handles and can ship over a- 
certain time period; reserve 
pools; and quality provi¬ 
sions, which “can be non¬ 
tariff trade barriers when 
inappropriately applied,” 
according to Block. 

In the traditional ques¬ 
tion and answer session 
that follows a National 
Press Club address, the 
USDA secretary fielded in¬ 
quiries as divergent as the 
use of food as a wea¬ 
pon—“We're prepared to 
use food as a weapon if we 
have to, but support from 
allies Is necessary, and 
under extremo conditions, 
all exports should be em¬ 
bargoed, not just food" 
—to whether catsup should 
be classified as a vegetable 
(his answer was lost in the 
laughter). 

Ho viewed the Common 
Market's high price sup¬ 
ports, and subsidies as un¬ 
fair, and sees this as a ma¬ 
jor problem that won’t be 
quickly solved. In answer 
to o query about why we 
should help the Soviets by 
selling them grain, Block 
said “we can’t starve them 
out and its (the money 
spent) just that much less 
they have to spend on mili¬ 
tary hardware.” 

He said he is “gravely 
concerned” about the large 
dairy stocks and is opposed 
to automatic increases in 
dairy price supports.

The ITA decision must 
be made by Dec. 11. If the 
preliminary finding rules 
that subsidies have been 
employed, U.S. import ad¬ 
ministration specialist, 
Miguel Pardoe will immedi¬ 
ately travel to New Zealand 
to verify the government 
decision, Pardoe said. If 
the ITA finds no subsidy 
program, the case will end. 

Pardoe told CNS his veri¬ 
fication trip to New Zea¬ 
land would provide the 
U.S. with an opportunity to 
examine possible subsidy 
programs, such as export 
tax incentives. 

The process, outlined in 
the 1979 U.S. trade law, 
would continue, assuming 
Pardoe verified the U.S. 
charges, with the ITA and 
ITC making final decisions 
oh their original rulings. 

Finally, if the two agen¬ 
cies decided the U.S. sheep 
producers were financially 
hurt by New Zealand ex¬ 
port subsidies, countervail¬ 
ing duties would be im¬ 
posed to offset the subsi¬ 
dies. The duty would re¬ 
main in effect for a year, 
'before the situation was 
reviewed. 

Neither attorney in the 
case would comment on 
charges by New Zealand 
Prime Minister Robert 
Muldoon that the U.S. cat¬ 
tlemen's Lobby was sup¬ 
porting U.S. sheep pro¬ 
ducers behind the scene. 
Government officials also 
declined comment.

animal feed that compares 
favorably with grain. 

Dale said the process 
could have a profound in¬ 
fluence on worldwide 
agriculture. He noted that 
numerous scientists 
throughout the world have 
devoted years of research 
trying to find a way to con¬ 
vert cellulosic materials to 
animal feed. 

"We feel that the process 
will be a practical, 
agricultural tool within a 
few years and should vast¬ 
ly Increase the potential 
animal feed in the world," 
Dale said. 

He added that the 
method also can be used to 
convert cellulose to alcohol, 
although cellulose-alcohol 
conversion requires more 
steps than cellulose animal 
feed conversion and, 
therefore, wiU require more 
development. 

Besides providing a hew 
source of animal feed, 
which should be less costly 
than current feeds. Dale 
said the method should 
make more grain available 
for human consumption 

He explained that much 


said. Since Dale's 
discovery should make 
non-food sources available 
as cattle feed, more grain 
suitable for human con¬ 
sumption should be 
available. 

"We in the affluent coun¬ 
tries can have our cows and 
eat them, too, and not bid 
away grain supplies from 
the less wealthy 
countries," Dale explained. 

Dale pointed out that his 
discovery is not aimed at 
the needs of individual 
farmers. . Rather, once 
machinery is developed to 
make the process practical 
on a large scale, it would be 
attractive to farm co-ops 
and large cattle-feeding 
operations. For overseas 
ubb In remote areas, 
machinery probably could 
be mounted on trucks or 
barges and made available 
to farmers through govern¬ 
ment assistance, he said. 

Dale explained that 
cellulose-animal feed units 
could be built in various 


sizes, but that a unit that 
could treat 1 to 2 tons of 
cellulose material per hour 
probably would cost 
around $100,000. He 
estimates that such a unit 
would serve the needs of a 
5,000-head feedlot opera¬ 
tion and pay-back in that 
case would take less than 
two years. 

Dale said that Colorado 
State University has filed 
for a patent on his method 
and that a number of com¬ 
panies in the U.S. and 
abroad have expressed in* 
i&rest in developing the 
machinery to make the 
cellulose-animal feed pro¬ 
cess practical on a large 
scale. 

Dale said machinery that 
he has used on & small scale 
is relatively simple. 
Therefore, he is optimistic 
that a company could com¬ 
plete development of large- 
scale machinery within 
about two years. 

The CSU engineer ex¬

machinery required for the 
process are compressors, a 
pressure chamber for about 
200 lb. per sq. inch of 
pressure, and conveyors. 

Dale said he will continue 
research on the process 
itself and on machinery 
necessary to make the pro¬ 
cess work on a large scale, 
perhaps with a stationary 
pilot plant. 

“We know the process 
works. Now, we need to 
find out more about 
precisely how it works and 
how we can do it even effi¬ 
ciently," he said. 

Dale reported that his 
process operates suc¬ 
cessfully on alfalfa to make 
it a higher quality feed and 
on wheat straw, rice straw 
and corn stover, all 
materials that have a 
cellulose content of about 
36% to 40% and a lignin 
consent of about 15%. 
Lignin is a material that 
acts like cement and is con¬ 
tained in the cell wall of' 
plants. 

Wood materials, which 
have a much higher lignin 
content, do not seem to res¬ 
pond as well to the treat¬ 
ment as straws. However, 
Dale said he is continuing 
work with wood materials. 

Some companies also are 
interested in his process to 
make alcohol, Dale said. 

He pointed out that mak¬ 
ing alcohol, which is com¬ 
bined with other fuels to 
make gasohol or diesohol, 
is much more economically 
feasible with cellulose than 
with feed grains. 

"As compared to corn, 
cellulose material is much 
cheaper, there is less price 
fluctuation, and it’s not. a 
food. 

"Most of the interest in 
making alcohol from corn 


came about through large 
subsidies and a depressed 
corn market. About 70% of 
the variable costs of mak¬ 
ing alcohol from grain are 
due to the grain itself. 
Since com prices have in¬ 
creased, the coat of making 
alcohol from com has gone 
up as well,” Dale said. 

Dale will be conducting 
further research on the beet 
ways of converting 
cellulose materials to 


alcohol with Antonio 
Moreira, also a CSU 
engineer in the agricultural 
and chemical engineering 
department. 

"The idea of .using 
alcohol as a fuel ia good, 
but making alcohol from 
grain requires a supply of 
fairly low-priced grain. 
Hopefully, cellulose conver¬ 
sion can be the key to 
revitalizing the alcohol fuel 
industry," Dale said.
